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UNITED  STATES  SUMMARY 


The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged,  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  "business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal'  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

75.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "noneniployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  In  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived*  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
<-ax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequent^  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether] 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  tbe  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  wnich  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services;  trailer  parks;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts     ' 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid

directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 

of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  'other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

PUBLICATION  PLAN  FOR  THE  1954  CENSUS  OF 

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of-business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business/  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

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ALABAMA 


The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  "establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1964  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  In 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 
76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  In  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows: 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  In  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mall'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persona)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  Industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  Id 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  oflices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable.'' 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by    the    establishment    directly    from    customers,    and    paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full   workweek"   employees   include  employees,   whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who.  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  dubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes. 


THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of-business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1054  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revl- 
sion  in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  "establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  Included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  In 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 
76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television.

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  soological 
gardens.

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  Information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows: 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mall-  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  In  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  Industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72, 78, 7B,  76, 78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
t»x  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1964.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

» 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices Included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photoflnishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  IndustritU 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  face  tracks,  etc.

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

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The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  "establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1964  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  In 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

78.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

75,  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motlcn  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  Information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  Included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  In  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72, 78, 75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.    Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assighed  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  1 5 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or- partners  of  unincorporated  buisnessee 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photoflnishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification'  Manual.  Included  In  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

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PUBLICATION  PLAN  FOR  THE  1954  CENSUS  OF 

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segmentST— Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes. 


THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15, 1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of -business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale). 
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CALIFORNIA 


The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  In 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 
76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radio  broadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail1  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (PICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  78,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishment! 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.    Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment '"recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,   and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  1 5 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who.  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc. 
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Establishments,  Receipts,  Payroll,  and  Personnel

Includes  Business  Services,  Miscellaneous  Repair  Services,  Amusement  and  Recreation  Services,  Motion  Pictures,  HoUds.  Tourist  Courts,  MoteU,  and  Camps. 
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The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

75.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  1.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  Included  In  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  In  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  In  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  Id 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  wTere  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  .Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services;  trailer  parks;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  1 5 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  weve  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full   workweek"   employees   include  employees,   whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sate  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 
Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of -business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

CONNECTICUT 


The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

75.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  Into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "noneniployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  In  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  In  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.    Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Bach  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the  establishment  directly  from   customers,   and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  prii  arily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  \in- 
incorporated  businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  I  ^aeals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  tbe  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photoflnishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc. 
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PUBLICATION  PLAN  FOR  THE  1954  CENSUS  OF 

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of -business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1964  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorised  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  In 
their  entirety :

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories: — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  Including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Bach  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment  directly  from   customers,   and  paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  denned  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1964.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  bis 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15, 1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of -business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census' data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

FLORIDA 


The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
In  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
Ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  Including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  In  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  In  this  division,  the  1964  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  In 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76,  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 
76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  1.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  Information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mall'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  In  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72, 73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services''  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  jn  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  194S  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesse6 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  bis 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

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PUBLICATION  PLAN  FOR  THE  1954  CENSUS  OF 

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes. 


THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15, 1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of -business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale). 
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The  1054  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1964  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  "establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1964  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  In 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal'  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 
76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  In  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radio  broadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 
86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  1.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  1.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  In  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail'  canvass.  Report 
forma  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.|  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  Industries, 
and  In  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  ■'non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  194S  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  In  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  In  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  Is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisneases 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photoflnishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  In  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

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PUBLICATION  PLAN  FOR  THE  1954  CENSUS  OF 

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of -business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

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The  1054  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1964  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1054  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1054  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1054  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1964  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  In 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal'  services. 

78.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radio  broadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  1.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mall'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  70  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1148  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  ceipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  S(  vice  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  b»  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  oJier  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

PUBLICATION  PLAN  FOR  THE  1954  CENSUS  OF 

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of-business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

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The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety  : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal'  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

75.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens.

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  Industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  iii  1954  but  not 
iu  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  194S  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  1 5 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  tbe  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upbolstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Clazxification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

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PUBLICATION  PLAN  FOR  THE   1954  CENSUS  OF 

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 
Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of-business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data— number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District.

The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

75.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  1.  e.,  the  "noneiuployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mall'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  rases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  puriHise  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  anil  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
emplo.ver"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leMed  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  t»  o  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
■  ■  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  194S  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  tie  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing. 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

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The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  ame^aed  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

7S»  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 
76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories— 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  In  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  Industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  ■  ri'iHirt  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
Ufa  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
osus  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
mi  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  croup  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  PICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  sea  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 

lished   by    multiplying    such    findings    by    two.     The    "non- 

ployer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
ercenl  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable.'' 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
In  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  'hange  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
In  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  In  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by    the   establishment   directly   from    customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees— -workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

The  1054  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1964.  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorised  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
Includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  In 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

78.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrie  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radio  broadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 
86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  1.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  Information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FIOA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  In  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  Industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  78,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was

BUREAU  OF  THE  CENSUS,  Robert  W.  Burgess,  Director. 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  denned  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  PICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable.'' 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  nof  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and    paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Ineluded  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 
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regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

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The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  "establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  10  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1964  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

78.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

75,  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures.

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  Industries, 
and  In  major  groups  70,  72,  78,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  ■  rei«>rt  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  ili<>-.'  cases  f»r  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
sua  claaelflcation  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Oensoa  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

'iliis  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  PICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished )>v  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  <>f  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  tli"  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
1  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1964  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  Increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
Dnited  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 

ange  In  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.     In  the  1948 

'  leu  us,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 

hut   which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 

from  Hi"  statistics  of  the  Census.     In  the  1954  Census,  any 

ij-liiiieiii   without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,   and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

LOUISIANA 


The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal'  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 
78.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  ths  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "noneniployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail-  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (PICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  In  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.    Each  establishment  was 
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umlled  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  tUM  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
Utii  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  CentOS  rej>ort  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

Hi  is  group  was  denned  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tai  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  castas  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
mizatle  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  eacli  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable.'' 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total  volume  of  receipts 
In  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
■ervlceH"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  Included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  Included  media  costs.  This  results  In  an 
estimated  Increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  In  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
( leni  us,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  bad  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
■ertfee  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  l«ss  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  In  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sate  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  19~>4  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes. 


THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades: 
Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of -business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses— hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data— number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment- 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.

CENSUS  VOLUMES

will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.     Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service   Retail 
nnd  Wholesale).  '  ' 
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The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  lire  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

75.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages.

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures.

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows: 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (PICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  In  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  78,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification.  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.    Each  establishment  was

(for  tfcOM  eases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
■08  i  lassitlcaihm  w:is  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  denned  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  MCA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Interna!  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
Of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  Begment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
nmre  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

Tiie  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  ou  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
lime  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total-  volume  of  receipts 
In  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
ting agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
19M  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
••Htlmated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Dt,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
bmn  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  80,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut.  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services;  trailer  parks;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the  establishment  directly  from   customers,   and  paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  Por  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives;  it  does  not 
Include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photoflnishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

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The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Kieo. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Mawual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

75.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radio  broadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  1.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72, 73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  ■  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  eases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  genera]  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
sua  i  lns-siiKation  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
en  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

Hils  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  tlif  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
SCtlve  PICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation fur  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  return-.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lish.-^1  by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  Begment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  In  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  ehange  in  concept  which  affects  total  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
ISM  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  Increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 

a  change  In  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.     In  the  1948 

■i •-.  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 

but   which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 

from  the  Statistics  of  the  Census.     In  the  1954  Census,  any 

ee  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
•which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by    the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  1 5 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

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PUBLICATION  PLAN  FOR  THE  1954  CENSUS  OF 

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts— (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  fiual  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of-business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  numbet  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses— hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  Issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  ( Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

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MASSACHUSETTS 


The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

75.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  1.  e.,  the  "nonernployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows: 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  In  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  Industrie*, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  h.^neas  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  fur  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
..Wished,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  busiuesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  PICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  eases  ami  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  ertain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
rccof/niznblr  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable.'' 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  194s  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
opei  ating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 

C«IISU8. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
YXA  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  states. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
<  en  D  ervice  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
hut  which  bad  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services;  trailer  parks;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  strmarary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by    the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts— (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of-business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the' 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  tbey  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
t  heaters.  Basic  Census  data— number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
i be  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  he  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

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The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Kieo. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76%  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 
76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radio  broadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 
86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows: 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mall  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (PICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72, 78, 75,  76, 78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.    Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  ■  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 

(fur  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 

established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 

Bcation  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 

on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  Rfoup  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  Included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1964  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  Increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
us,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
\r  l  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from,  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  eHtabllshment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 
Wff 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sate  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1964  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorised  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
lng  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  Included  in  this  division,  the  1964  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety  : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

78.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 
86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  1.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  Information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows: 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mall  canvass,  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72, 78,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.    Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  ii  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
if.r  those  cases  tor  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  \\\as  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
OB  the  Cessna  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  PICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formal ion  for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
llahed  by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
US  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  Becond  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
«f  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  '  hange  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
In  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  Htems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1964  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  Increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
'      I'd  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
n  change  in  tin-  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
is,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
hut  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  Itatiatica  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  In  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMa 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by    the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  <if  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard,  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc. 
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Establishments,  Receipts,  Payroll,  and  Personnel

MISSISSIPPI 


The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1964  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  In 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1964  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houaes.  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 
76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 
86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  1.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows: 

Enumeration  of  "Employers"' 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  purt  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72, 78,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.    Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  eases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  Its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  denned  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  PICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  -were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable.'' 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
I  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
U,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services;  trailer  parks;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  land  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
^ere  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sate  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

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PUBLICATION  PLAN  FOR  THE  1954  CENSUS  OF 

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments— Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts— (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  Issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes. 


THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of-business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment.  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale), 
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The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1964  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  In  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  In 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  In  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  In  this  division,  the  1964  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 
76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 
86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1964  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  1.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  Information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  purt  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mall<  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  In  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  In  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  si  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognisable  places  "of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  c-hfingf  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
hut  whi'h  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  puid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photoflnlshing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments— Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15, 1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of-business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
win  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

MONTANA 


The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1964  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  denned  In  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  Including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  Included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  In 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal'  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

75,  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  1.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  Information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  In  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (PICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  Industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  78,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Serrlce 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  thus.'  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
is  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

Tins  croup  was  denned  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FK'A  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  ttiese  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
IS  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable.'' 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
us. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
Bervices"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
ilsing  agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1!>V1  th<ir  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
B  change  In  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
is,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
hut  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  Statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business:  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of -business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
In  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  In  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
Includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 
76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 
78.  Motion  pictures. 

.79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television.

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "noneruployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  In  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  Industries, 
and  In  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 

sea  tor  which  BOAS!  classification  had  not  yet 

been  establlsbed,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 

is  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 

on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  these  represented  in  the 
active  PICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  the-,-  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affe  ting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizabh  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  prc-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
In  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "AH  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1964  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  „f  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
Unit.d  Stab 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 

a  chance  In  tie-  minimum  size  of  establishment.     In  the  1948 

us,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 

hut    whlcb   had  a   sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 

from   the  statistics  <,f  the  Census.     In  the   19J54  CenSUS,  any 

Ice  establishment    without    paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  194S  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer 
chandise  as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by    the   establishment   directly   from    customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  xin- 
incorporated  businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

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PUBLICATION  PLAN  FOR  THE  1954  CENSUS  OF 

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments— Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts— (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes. 


THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of -business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
Hunters.  Basic  Census  data— number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  lie  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
polltan  (inters.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Oniral  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  I,.-  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
mill  Wholesale). 
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The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1964  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorised  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Blco. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  In  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  In  this  division,  the  1964  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  In 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 
76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radio  broadcasting  (Including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 
86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  1.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  1.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  Information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail  canvass.  Beport 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the

In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.    Each  establishment  was

mailed  n  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  ■  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
bus  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  PICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formal ion  for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished 1>\  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1IU8  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable.'' 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  'hange  in  concept  which  affects  total  volume  of  receipts 
In  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1964  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  Increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 

Dfl  ted  Slates. 

One  «,f  ihe  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
.  .  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
bat  which  bad  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  in.,  itatlstics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
nervine  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment    directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"'Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sate  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of-business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 

theaters.     Basic  Census  data— number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment 

will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  Hie  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
Brill  !.<•  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  In  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness.

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED

ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1964  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety :

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
nuial.  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
ting agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
ISM  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  In  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 

a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.     In  the  1948 

ervice  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 

I. lit   which  hail  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 

from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.     In  the  1954  Census,  any 

CC  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by    the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time. to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  19j4  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades.  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of-business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
at  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses— hotels  and  motion  picture 

theaters.     Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment 

will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
th<-  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.     Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail 
and  Wholesale).  '  '

The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  ^including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety :

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  In  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  1.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "noneniployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows: 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (PICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72, 78,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.    Each  establishment  was

mailed  ■  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(fur  rim-.'  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  PICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
eniployer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the" end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census.  • 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
In  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
•errlcea"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 

Unite<l   Slates. 

One  of  the  differences  I. ei  ween  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.     In  the  1948 

is.  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  wiii-i,  bad  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  Statistics  of  the  Census.     In  the  ]!>r>4  Census,  any 

ce  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by    the    establishment    directly    from    customers,    and    paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  ^repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

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PUBLICATION  PLAN  FOR  THE  1954  CENSUS  OF 

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments— Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts— (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
alsobeissiied. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes. 


THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of-business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data— number  ofestablishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
i  Ik-  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  he  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
BDd  Wholesale). 
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The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1964  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorised  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  In 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
In  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1964  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  In 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

78.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76,  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 
86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1964  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  1.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows: 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  In  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72, 73,  75, 76, 78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.    Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  these  eases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
bees  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
s  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  Fir  A  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  eases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse-' 
ment  establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total  volume  of  receipts 
In  the  Se'ected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
19M  their  receipts  Included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
tated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
tmt  which  hud  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
nerviee  establishment  without   paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Bach  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by    the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping) ,  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photoflnishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Eetail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15, 1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of -business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

NEW  YORK 


The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal'  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

75.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radio  broadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  ami  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(fur  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
ia  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
<>n  the  Census  rei>ort  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  PICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
uffecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
-us. 

A  rhange  In  concept  which  affects  total  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
■errlces"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
I0M  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  Increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 

a  rbange  In  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.     In  the  1948 

ih,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 

but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 

from  the  Statistics  of  the  Census.     In  the  1954  Census,  any 

ee  Establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  It  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  In  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  In  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  In  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  Important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  estabUshment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated  businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc.. 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips.  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  (In-  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  1 5 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  <>f  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full   workweek"   employees   include   employees,   whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who.  for  the  specilied  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  tbe  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  tbe  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Ketail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
sliops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

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PUBLICATION  PLAN  FOR  THE   1954  CENSUS  OF 

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments— Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1!>">4  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts—  (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3  I  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of-business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  Die  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  mid  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  Statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale). 


ORDER  BLANK

CENSUS  OF  BUSINESS  RESULTS 

Three  separate  preliminary  series  of  reports — for  retail  trade,  for  wholesale  trade,  and  for  selected  service 
trades — are  being  issued.

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The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

75.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radio  broadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.    Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  oases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
rei.-us  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  tho  c'eusus  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployexs" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  wera  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
In  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  Htntlstlcs  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
wrvUe  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts:  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,   and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors .  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  1 5 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photoflnishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1964  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion In  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  Included  in  this  division,  the  1964  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

78.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  tbe  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radio  broadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 
86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  In  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail1  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  In  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  In  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  In  major  groups  70,  72, 73, 75, 76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  t<>  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  fur  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
-  is  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  Include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formal ion  for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  19154 
lax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  tl.i ■-•  cases  and  Census  results  for  tbis  group  were  estab- 
Ushed  by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  >>f  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  I  he  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  <>f  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1!Us  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating'  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
us. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
- 1 '-ins  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
-•  agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  Increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
Unit., i  state 

One  of  the  differences  bet  ween  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 

a  change  In  the  minimum  size  of  establishment,    in  the  1948 

ervicet   tabllshments  which  operated  the  entire  year 

but    which  bad  B   sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 

from  the  statistics  of  the  Census,    in  the  1934  Census,  any 

•    tablishment   without   paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included. in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include'  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by    the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  t<>  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  cousists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  "Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of-business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  In  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
In  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  "establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  In 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

78.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

78.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radio  broadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television.

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens.

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows: 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (PICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  In  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  Industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72, 78,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Eevenue  Service.  In- 
formal ion  for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  those  eases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished i>\  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
l"i  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
>■•  cognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
DOl  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

a  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
In  i:»48  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
us.

'  )/.<  ,,{ the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.    In  the  1948 
e  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sabs  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  i  of  the  Ceiisus.     In  the  1954  Census,  any 

■ervi<  I  bmenl   without   paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by    the   establishment   directly   from    customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments— Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts— (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of -business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
jiolitan  centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
Ltuive  at  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  Issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
nnd  for  subject,  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

OKLAHOMA 


The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1964  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

78.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows: 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72, 78,  75,  76, 78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishment! 
which  BOASI  wan  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.    Bach  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 

(for  those  oases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 

established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 

is  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 

OB  the  OensOJB  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  Kroup  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  Fit  A  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
emplover"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable.'' 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  In  concept  which  affects  total  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
Bervices"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
IfiM  their  receipts  Included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
eHtlmated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
■  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
is,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
D01  irhleh  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  HtatlstkH  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
Mrrlee  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Bach  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly  from   customers,   and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photoflnlshing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  Include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  a3  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  In 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 
76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television.

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemplo.er"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  informatior  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  ot  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (PICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  In  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  croup  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  PICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  croup  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  ami  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
Bervlces"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
ig  agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
19C  1  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
ated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 

a  change  In  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.     In  the  1948 

:-.  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 

I. ut   which  bad  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 

from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.     In  the  1954  Census,  any 

Ice  establishment   without   paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service* 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing ,  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  11)54  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of -business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data— number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  Issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segmenl    (Selected  Service,  Retail, 

and  Wholesale).

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 
76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  I.  e.,  the  "noneinployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  In  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  78,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.    Each  establishment  was

mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 

if..r  those  eases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 

ibllahed,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 

Bcation  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 

on  the  Census  report  form. 

L numeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FK 'A  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
Uahed  by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COxMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  ot,her  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  '  hange  in  concept  which  affects  total  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
g  agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
]'.>:,4  their  receipts  Included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
Doited  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 

a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.     In  the  1948 

US,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 

but  v.bieh  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 

from  the  Statistics  of  the  Census.     In  the  1954  Census,  any 

bllshment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of-business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data— number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes,  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  denned  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety  : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal-  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

75.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  In  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  1.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "noneiuployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mall'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  Included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  Industries, 
and  In  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
i  for  those  oases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  perceut  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable.'' 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising  agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1934  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  rot  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  cousists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  "Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of-business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,'  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

SOUTH  CAROLINA 


The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 
76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radio  broadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mall  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.    Each  establishment  was

mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically' 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by    the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

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PUBLICATION  PLAN  FOR  THE  1954  CENSUS  OF 

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes. 


THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15, 1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of -business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

The  1054  Census  of  Business,  along  frith  the  1964  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorised  by 
law  under  Title  18,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1B54  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1964  were  also  conducted  In 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1964  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  nre  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1964  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
In  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  "establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  In  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1964  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  0.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Persona:!  services. 

78.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping).

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1964  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  Into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  1.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  1.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  In  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mall'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  Included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (PICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  In  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  Industries, 
and  In  major  groups  70,  72, 78,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Bach  establishment  was

mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  oflBces,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

;econd  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total-  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  Included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
aervice  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each,  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly  from   customers,   and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  Por  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  denned  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  In  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  In  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  Included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping) ,  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices Included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  Include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15, 1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of -business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  Include  trades  in  any  of  the,  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  Issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  Issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

TENNESSEE 


The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  "establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
Individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  Included  In  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  In 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 
76.  Miscellaneous  repair  service*. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  In  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  1.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  1.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  Information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows: 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  pint  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mall  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  Included  In  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  Hubject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  In  major  groups  70,  72,  78,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  Id 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 


U.  S.  DEPARTMENT  OF  COMMERCE,  Sinclair  Weeks,  Secretary. 

BUREAU  OF  THE  CENSUS,  Robert  W.  Burse**,  Director. 
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urniled  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  oi>eraled  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services;  trailer  parks;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by    the    establishment    directly    from    customers,    and    paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  denned  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 
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regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

TEXAS 


The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  In  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1054  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  0.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

78.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

75.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82..  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 
86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  In  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  Into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment .  during  1954,  1.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  1.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  Information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mall'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  Included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  In  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  78,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  oflSces,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the,  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by    the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as.  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full   workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnessee 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 

of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The"1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — -(1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of-business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  (retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  Issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

The  1054  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1054  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1054  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1054  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1054  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1054  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  denned  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1040  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade'  as  including  "establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
Individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  Included  in  this  division,  the  1054  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal1  services. 

78.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

75.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 
88.  Private  households. 
80.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1054  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  Into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1054,  1.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1054,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  Information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows: 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  In  this  purt  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mall  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  Included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72, 78,  75,  76,  78,  and  70  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.    Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  f>ize  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and. country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


lirectly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
.axing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — work  week  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  bulsnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail.  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

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PUBLICATION  PLAN  FOR  THE  1954  CENSUS  OF 

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 
Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of -business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data— number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Ceutrul 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1964  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 
76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mall'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  Industries, 
and  In  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishment* 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was

mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  i  wo  Censuses  arises  from 
■  bange  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
CeiiMis.  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not.  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services;  trailer  parks;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954.  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  1 5 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who.  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing. 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishiug  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Sta?idard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of -business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  .Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

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The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  nre  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  In 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 
76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 
78.  Motion  pictures. 

70.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radio  broadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  1.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mall'  canvuBS.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  Included  In  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  76,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishment* 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

I'll  is  group  was  defined  to  incluue  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  '•non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse-i 
ment  establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  wnich  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services   (except   accounting,  auditing, 

and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,-  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1964  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  .ntirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping).

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  In  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  In  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Kevenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  war  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  oflBces,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  puhlished.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was '  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by    the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


dir"ectly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  1 5 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing, 
services  generally  involving  the  care  *bf  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures-  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)'  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for"  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of -business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  Include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES

The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal-  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

75.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radio  broadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 
86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  In  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mall'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  ( FICA ) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  78,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishment* 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.    Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  auestions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

Tli  is  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
Ir  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
nv  ration  districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
re  ognizalle  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,   and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  1 5 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  if  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices Included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinlshlng  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  Tadio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

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PUBLICATION  PLAN  FOR  THE  1954  CENSUS  OF 

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes. 


THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15, 1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of-business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale). 
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The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1964  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  in 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal'  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

7&  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 
76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  1.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  In  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  Included  In  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  78,  75,  78,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was

mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  inchide  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
mere  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  194S  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  87,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1904  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable.'' 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct,  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 

1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
( 'ensus,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
hut  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
ice  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services;  trailer  parks;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,    and    paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips.  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc-. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  t:i  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15.  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  Id  adjusl  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — work  week  ended  nearest  November  1 5 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"'Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full    workweek"   employees   include   employees,    whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 

of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  -establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  salv  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing. 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
anil  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
.Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Stuitdurd  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorised  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  In  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  In 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  Including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  In  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  In  this  division,  the  1964  Census  of  Business 
Includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  In 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

78.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  In  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  In  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  service". 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  In  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  Into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows: 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  In  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  In  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  In  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  Industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  hid  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  tlic  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
withiu  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  emi- 
gration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
-rcognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
..  -ted  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1054  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services ;  trailer  parks ;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by    the   establishment   directly   from    customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  denned  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full   workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnessee 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photofinishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

PUBLICATION  PLAN  FOR  THE  1954  CENSUS  OF 

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of -business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).

The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  In  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  in  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  In 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

75.  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 

76.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  in  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  Into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  i.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  i.  e.,  the  "noneiuployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mail'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  in  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (i.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  in  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged In  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  in  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  78,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOASI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  PICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable.'' 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  but  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services;  trailer  parks;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  puhlished.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by   the   establishment   directly   from   customers,   and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  Of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives ;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sate  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photoflnishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

PUBLICATION  PLAN  FOR  THE  1954  CENSUS  OF 

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of -business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale). 
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The  1954  Census  of  Business,  along  with  the  1954  Censuses 
of  Manufactures  and  Mineral  Industries,  was  authorized  by 
law  under  Title  13,  United  States  Code,  section  131.  These 
1954  Censuses  cover  businesses  operated  in  the  continental 
United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of 
Business  and  Manufactures  for  1954  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico. 

This  report  provides  preliminary  findings  for  that  portion 
of  the  1954  Census  of  Business  which  relates  to  selected 
service  trades.  The  preliminary  figures  are  subject  to  revi- 
sion in  subsequent  publications  of  the  1954  Census  of  Busi- 
ness. The  description  of  these  publications  and  forms  for 
requesting  announcements  as  well  as  ordering  copies  of  the 
various  preliminary  reports  are  provided  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

KINDS  OF  SERVICE  BUSINESS  COVERED 

This  report  covers  all  establishments  classified  as  primarily 
in  certain  selected  service  trades,  as  defined  in  the  Standard 
Industrial  Classification  Manual,  Volume  II,  Nonmanufactur- 
ing  Industries,  1949  edition,  as  amended  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget.  The  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
describes  service  trade  as  including  ''establishments  pri- 
marily engaged  In  rendering  a  wide  variety  of  services  to 
individuals  and  business  establishments."  Of  the  15  major 
groups  included  in  this  division,  the  1954  Census  of  Business 
includes  the  following  S.  I.  C.  major  groups,  essentially  In 
their  entirety : 

70.  Hotels,  rooming  houses,  camps,  and  other  lodging 
places. 

72.  Personal'  services. 

73.  Miscellaneous  business  services  (except  Accounting, 
auditing,  bookkeeping). 

76>  Automobile  repair  services  and  garages. 
73.  Miscellaneous  repair  services. 

78.  Motion  pictures. 

79.  Amusement  and  recreation  services,  except  motion 
pictures. 


The  following  major  groups  of  the  Service  Division,  as 
presented  In  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual 
are  excluded  in  their  entirety  from  the  scope  of  this  Census : 

77.  Radiobroadcasting  (including  facsimile  broadcasting) 
and  television. 

80.  Medical  and  other  health  services. 

81.  Legal  services. 

82.  Educational  services. 

84.  Museums,  art  galleries,  and  botanical  and  zoological 
gardens. 

86.  Nonprofit  membership  organizations. 

88.  Private  households. 

89.  Miscellaneous  services. 

METHOD  OF  ENUMERATION 

For  purposes  of  coverage  in  the  1954  Census  of  Business, 
service  establishments  were  divided  into  two  categories — 
those  with  any  paid  employment  during  1954,  1.  e.,  the 
"employer"  universe,  and  those  with  no  paid  employment 
during  1954,  1.  e.,  the  "nonemployer"  universe.  The  method 
of  obtaining  Census  Information  for  these  two  groups  was 
as  follows : 

Enumeration  of  "Employers" 

Information  for  establishments  in  this  part  of  the  service 
trade  field  was  obtained  by  means  of  a  mall'  canvass.  Report 
forms  were  mailed  to  all  business  firms  included  In  the 
active  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  as  subject 
to  payment  of  Federal  Insurance  Contributions  Act  (FICA) 
taxes  (1.  e.,  employers  of  one  or  more  persons)  and  which 
were  classified  In  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Insurance  (BOASI)  as  wholly  or  partially  en- 
gaged in  retail,  wholesale,  manufacturing,  mineral  industries, 
and  In  major  groups  70,  72,  73,  75,  76,  78,  and  79  of  the  Service 
portion  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual.  In 
addition,  report  forms  were  mailed  to  all  establishments 
which  BOASI  was  unable  to  classify  by  kind  of  business  prior 
to  mailing  of  Census  report  forms.     Each  establishment  was 
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mailed  a  report  form  appropriate  to  its  BOA  SI  classification 
(for  those  cases  for  which  BOASI  classification  had  not  yet 
been  established,  a  general  purpose  form  was  used)  but  its 
Census  classification  was  determined  by  replies  to  questions 
on  the  Census  report  form. 

Enumeration  of  "Nonemployers" 

This  group  was  defined  to  include  service  trade  businesses 
within  the  Census  scope  other  than  those  represented  in  the 
active  FICA  records  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service.  In- 
formation for  this  group  of  establishments  was  furnished  by 
the  Internal  Revenue  Service  and  was  derived  from  the  1954 
tax  returns.  Information  was  compiled  from  only  one-half 
of  these  cases  and  Census  results  for  this  group  were  estab- 
lished by  multiplying  such  findings  by  two.  The  "non- 
employer"  segment  of  service  trade,  although  making  up 
more  than  half  the  establishments,  accounted  for  less  than 
15  percent  of  the  total  service  trade  volume. 

COMPARISON  OF  1948  AND  1954  CENSUSES 

The  two  Censuses  differed  in  certain  respects,  thereby 
affecting  comparability  of  data.  The  results  of  a  study  being 
made  to  evaluate  these  differences  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  of  the  1954  Census. 

The  major  difference  in  comparability  of  the  two  Censuses 
results  from  the  use  of  different  enumeration  techniques. 
In  the  1948  Census  the  Nation  was  divided  into  37,000  enu- 
meration districts  and  enumerators  were  required  to  list  all 
recognizable  places  of  business.  Each  establishment  was 
listed  by  the  enumerator  as  encountered  while  systematically 
canvassing  each  city  block  and  each  road  or  highway  in 
rural  areas  in  a  pre-assigned  pattern.  The  1954  Census  was 
different  in  that  inclusion  of  a  business  establishment  was 
not  based  on  an  enumerator's  ability  to  recognize  it  while 
canvassing  an  area.  The  use  of  BOASI  records  and  income 
tax  reports  made  it  possible  to  include  in  the  1954  Census 
establishments  which  operated  from  homes,  from  desk  space 
leased  in  offices,  from  telephone  listings,  and  other  methods 
not  requiring  the  owner  of  the  business  to  make  his  establish- 
ment "recognizable." 

A  second  major  category  which  is  included  in  1954  hut  not 
in  1948  consists  of  establishments  (most  frequently  amuse- 
ment establishments),  which  were  not  operating  at  the  time 
of  the  enumeration  (i.  e.,  at  the  end  of  1948)  although  they 
did  conduct  operations  in  1948.  Some  examples  are  boat 
rental,  bathing  beach,  carnival  or  similar  establishments 
operating  on  a  seasonal  basis,  or  which  were  traveling  at  the 
time  of  enumeration  and  did  not  have  a  fixed  business  address 
and  would  therefore  not  have  been  enumerated  in  a  1948-type 
Census. 

A  change  in  concept  which  affects  total'  volume  of  receipts 
in  the  Selected  Service  Trades  and  in  "All  other  selected 
services"  stems  from  the  fact  that  in  1948  receipts  of  adver- 
tising agencies  were  included  net  of  media  costs  whereas  in 
1954  their  receipts  included  media  costs.  This  results  in  an 
estimated  increase  of  over  $2  billion  in  total  receipts  for  the 
United  States. 

One  of  the  differences  between  the  two  Censuses  arises  from 
a  change  in  the  minimum  size  of  establishment.  In  the  1948 
Census,  service  establishments  which  operated  the  entire  year 
but  which  had  a  sales  volume  under  $500  were  eliminated 
from  the  statistics  of  the  Census.  In  the  1954  Census,  any 
service  establishment  without  paid  employment  and  which 


reported  receipts  of  less  than  $1,000  was  eliminated  whether 
or  not  it  operated  the  entire  year.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
change  in'  minimum  size  resulted  in  the  omission  in  1954  of 
about  60,000  establishments.  The  difference  in  size  cut  off 
between  the  two  Censuses  is  further  complicated  by  the 
change  in  price  levels  which  occurred  in  this  period. 

An  additional  difference  in  the  two  Censuses  is  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sales,  excise,  and  amusement  taxes  levied  directly 
on  the  consumer.  In  the  1948  Census  of  Business  such  taxes 
were  not  included  in  the  total  receipts  of  service  establish- 
ments, but  they  were  included  in  the  1954  Census.  The  over- 
all effect  of  this  change,  however,  is  believed  to  be  small,  as 
most  State  service  and  sales  taxes  averaged  about  two  per- 
cent. The  most  important  segment  of  service  trade  affected 
by  this  difference  is  the  amusement  trades.  In  this  field, 
Federal  and  local  tax  rates  tend  to  be  comparatively  high, 
and  1954  data  will  be  correspondingly  greater. 

Comparison  of  the  two  Censuses  is  further  qualified  by 
the  fact  that  the  scope  of  the  1954  Census  was  expanded  to 
include  the  following  kinds  of  business :  Motion  picture  pro- 
duction, distribution,  and  allied  services;  trailer  parks;  and 
golf  and  country  clubs. 

Other  differences  will  be  described  in  subsequent  Census 
publications. 

CENSUS  DISCLOSURE  RULES 

In  accordance  with  Census  law  any  data  which  would 
disclose  the  operations  of  an  individual  establishment  or 
business  organization  are  not  published.  The  number  of 
establishments  in  a  kind  of  business  is  not  considered  a 
disclosure  by  these  rules,  so  that  this  item  is  shown  in 
instances  where  other  items  of  information  for  the  same 
kind  of  business  or  locality  are  suppressed. 

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments 

Census  of  Business  figures  represent  a  summary  of  reports 
for  individual  "establishments"  rather  than  "companies." 
A  separate  report  was  obtained  for  each  location  where 
business  was  conducted,  including  each  location  of  multi- 
unit  organizations.  Each  report  in  the  Census  was  tabu- 
lated in  accordance  with  the  physical  location  at  which  the 
business  was  conducted. 

Wherever  two  or  more  activities  were  carried  on  at  a  single 
establishment,  the  entire  establishment  was  classified  on 
the  basis  of  its  major  activity  and  all  data  for  it  included 
in  that  classification. 

The  count  of  establishments  does  not  include  those  places 
which  conducted  business  at  some  time  during  1954  but  which 
went  out  of  business  before  the  end  of  1954 ;  however,  receipts 
of  such  establishments  are  included. 

Receipts 

Receipts  are  defined  to  include  total  receipts  from  cus- 
tomers during  1954,  after  deduction  of  refunds  or  allowances 
to  customers.  Receipts  include  receipts  from  sales  of  mer- 
chandise as  well  as  from  services  to  customers  but  exclude 
amounts  other  than  those  received  from  customers,  such  as 
income  from  investments,  rental  of  real  estate,  etc.  They 
include  the  amount  of  local  and  State  sales  taxes,  amuse- 
ment taxes,  or  Federal  excise  taxes  which  are  collected 
by    the   establishment    directly   from   customers,    and   paid 


directly  by  the  establishment  to  a  local,  State,  or  Federal 
taxing  agency.  Excise  and  other  taxes  which  are  paid  by 
the  manufacturer  or  wholesaler  and  passed  along  to  the 
service  establishment  are  also  included. 

The  receipts  figures,  therefore,  represent  total  receipts  and 
sales  of  all  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  selected 
service  trades.  They  do  not  include  service  receipts  of 
retailers,  manufacturers,  wholesalers,  and  other  businesses 
whose  primary  activity  is  other  than  the  selected  service 
trades.  They  do,  however,  include  receipts  other  than  from 
service  activities  (e.  g.,  sales  of  merchandise  at  wholesale 
or  retail)  by  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  service 
trade. 

Payroll,  entire  year 

Payroll  includes  all  forms  of  compensation  (salaries, 
wages,  commissions,  bonuses,  and  payments  in  kind)  paid 
during  the  year  to  all  employees.  For  corporations,  it  in- 
cludes amounts  paid  to  officers  and  executives;  it  does  not 
include  compensation  of  proprietors  or  of  partners  of  un- 
incorporated businesses.  Included  in  payroll  are  the  value 
of  payments  in  kind,  such  as  free  meals,  lodgings,  etc., 
received  by  employees  from  their  employers  but  not  amounts 
received  by  employees  as  tips,  etc.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax,  insurance  dues, 
etc. 

Payroll — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

This  item  consists  of  payroll,  as  defined  above,  which  was 
paid  to  persons  on  the  payroll  in  the  pay  period  ended  nearest 
November  15,  1954.  Establishments  whose  payroll  period 
was  other  than  a  week  were  requested  to  adjust  the  figures 
to  a  weekly  basis. 

Paid  employees — workweek  ended  nearest  November  15 

"Paid  employees"  consist  of  the  number  of  employees, 
including  salaried  officers  and  executives  of  corporations, 
who  were  on  the  payroll  for  the  workweek  ended  nearest 
November  15. 

"Full  workweek"  employees 

"Full  workweek"  employees  include  employees,  whether 


regular  or  seasonal  who,  for  the  specified  pay  period,  were 
paid  for  working  at  least  the  number  of  hours  typically 
worked  in  a  week  by  employees  of  the  reporting  establish- 
ment. All  other  employees  paid  during  that  workweek 
were  reported  as  part-workweek  employees. 

Proprietors  of  unincorporated  businesses 

Includes  owners  or  partners  of  unincorporated  buisnesses 
who  devoted  the  major  portion  of  their  time  to  the  operation 
of  the  business. 

Personal  services 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  providing 
services  generally  involving  the  care  of  the  person  or  his 
apparel,  such  as  barber  shops,  beauty  shops,  cleaning  plants, 
laundries,  photographic  studios,  and  pressing  shops. 

Automobile  repair  services  and  garages 

Includes  establishments  primarily  engaged  in  furnishing 
automobile  repair,  storage,  and  rental  services  to  the  general 
public.  Similar  facilities,  owned  and  operated  by  concerns 
for  their  own  use  and  not  for  the  general  public,  are  treated 
as  auxiliary  establishments  of  those  concerns  and  are  not 
included  here.  Automobile  repair  departments  maintained 
by  establishments  engaged  in  the  sale  of  automobiles  are 
classified  in  Retail  Trade.  Gasoline  service  stations  are 
also  included  in  Retail  Trade. 

All  other  selected  services 

Includes  business  services  (except  accounting,  auditing, 
and  bookkeeping),  miscellaneous  repair  services,  amusement 
and  recreation  services,  motion  pictures  (production,  dis- 
tribution, exhibition,  and  services  allied  thereto),  hotels, 
tourist  courts,  motels,  and  camps.  Among  the  business  serv- 
ices included  are  advertising  agencies,  news  syndicates, 
photoflnishing  laboratories,  management  consultants,  etc. 
Miscellaneous  repair  services  include  radio  and  TV  repair 
shops,  blacksmith  shops,  upholstering  and  furniture  repair 
shops,  armature  rewinding  and  other  types  of  repair  estab- 
lishments not  elsewhere  classified  in  the  Standard  Industrial 
Via-nsification  Manual.  Included  in  amusement  and  recre- 
ation services  are  such  kinds  of  business  as  bowling  alleys, 
pool  parlors,  baseball  and  football  clubs,  race  tracks,  etc.

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PUBLICATION  PLAN  FOR  THE   1954  CENSUS  OF 

BUSINESS 

PUBLICATION  OF  FINAL  CENSUS  RESULTS 

The  1954  Census  of  Business  consists  of  three  major  trade  segments — Selected  Service 
Trades,  Retail  Trade,  and  Wholesale  Trade.  The  final  results  of  the  1954  Census  are 
to  be  released  in  the  form  of  separate  bulletin  series  for  each  of  these  trade  segments.  The 
above  bulletin  series  do  not  cover  Puerto  Rico,  results  for  which  will  be  issued  separately. 

The  1954  Business  Census  bulletin  series  for  Selected  Service  Trades,  Retail  Trade, 
and  Wholesale  Trade  will  consist  of  three  parts — (1)  Area  Bulletins,  (2)  Subject  Bulletins, 
and  (3)  Trade  Bulletins.  For  retail  trade  and  for  hotels  and  motion  picture  theaters,  a 
fourth  series,  relating  to  the  Central  Business  Districts  of  large  metropolitan  centers,  will 
also  be  issued. 

Subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  final  bulletins,  findings  of  the  1954  Census  will  be 
consolidated  and  issued  as  Census  volumes.  Announcements  concerning  the  bulletin  series 
and  the  volumes  may  be  obtained  by  filling  out  the  form  on  the  next  page. 

THE  SELECTED  SERVICE  TRADES  BULLETIN  SERIES 

Following  are  brief  descriptions  of  the  bulletin  series  for  selected  service  trades : 

Area  Bulletins 

A  separate  bulletin  for  each  State,  the  District  of  Columbia,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii 
showing  data  classified  by  kind  of  business  of  the  establishments,  on  number  of  estab- 
lishments, receipts  for  the  year,  payroll  for  the  year,  payroll  and  number  of  employees  for 
the  workweek  ended  nearest  November  15,  1954,  for  total  and  for  full  workweek  employees, 
and  number  of  proprietors.  These  data  are  provided  for  the  State,  for  each  standard 
metropolitan  area,  for  each  large  county,  and  for  each  large  city ;  in  addition,  data  for  less 
detailed  kind-of-business  groupings  (such  as  shown  in  this  preliminary  report)  are  shown 
for  each  city  of  2,500  or  more  inhabitants. 

Subject  Bulletins 

This  series  provides  data  on  a  variety  of  topics  in  which  basic  Census  data  for  business 
establishments  are  tabulated  so  as  to  provide  information  on  the  distribution  of  number 
of  establishments,  receipts  and  payroll  by  legal  form  of  organization,  receipts  size  of 
establishment,  employment  size  of  establishment,  size  of  firm  based  on  number  of  establish- 
ments operated  in  the  same  or  closely  related  kind  of  business,  and  the  city  size  of  the 
place  in  which  the  establishment  is  located.  The  data  in  the  subject  series  are  shown 
for  the  United  States  as  a  whole,  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  for  geographic  divisions,  standard 
metropolitan  areas,  and  States. 

Trade  Bulletins 

This  series  assembles  data  for  a  particular  trade  or  group  of  related  trades.  The 
data  for  the  most  part  are  assembled  from  the  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins.  The  trades 
covered  in  a  specified  trade  bulletin  are  not  limited  to  those  in  a  specific  industry  division 
such  as  Selected  Service  Trades  but  may  include  trades  in  any  of  the  industry  divisions 
covered  by  the  1954  Census  of  Business  or  the  1954  Census  of  Manufactures. 

Central  Business  District  Bulletins 

Although  these  bulletins  are  designed  primarily  to  present  information  for  retail  kinds 
of  business  they  will  include  data  for  two  service  businesses — hotels  and  motion  picture 
theaters.  Basic  Census  data — number  of  establishments,  sales,  payroll  and  employment — 
will  be  summarized  for  the  Central  Business  District  of  each  of  a  number  of  large  metro- 
politan centers.  The  bulletins  will  show  these  data,  classified  by  kinds  of  business,  for 
the  Central  Business  District,  the  central  city,  the  central  city  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Business  District,  the  standard  metropolitan  area,  and  the  standard  metropolitan  area 
exclusive  of  the  Central  Business  District. 

CENSUS  VOLUMES 

Following  the  issuance  of  the  final  Census  Area  and  Subject  Bulletins,  these  bulletins 
will  be  combined  and  issued  as  1954  Census  volumes.  Separate  volumes  for  area  statistics 
and  for  subject  statistics  will  be  issued  for  each  trade  segment  (Selected  Service,  Retail, 
and  Wholesale).
